Washington, Feb. 27.—The reply 
of the British and French premiers 
on the Adriatic question was re­ 
ceived today at the state depart­ 
ment and sent to the white house 
immediately after l>eing decoded. 
State department officials would 
give no intimation as to the nature 
of the reply, which was drafted 
within 24 hours after the premiers 
received President Wilson’s note. 
In that note the president adhered 
to his former position that unless 
the Adriatic settlement of Decem­ 
ber 9 was restored in principle he 
would have to consider withdraw­ 
ing the p e a c e treaty 
and 
the 
French-American alliance from the 
senate. 
It was announced th£ text 
of the premiers’ note would not 
be mad< public by the American 
government without consent of the 
premiers. 
This is being 
sought. 
The state department has learned 
that the British government is to 
publish communications they had 
after December 9 with the Italian 
and Jugo»Slav governments, which 
has not been received, or communi­ 
cated to the American government. 
It was learned at- the state de­ 
partment that the British govern­ 
ment consented to the delivery of 
the note of December 9 
on the 
following conditions: 
That it should not be considered 
as ending negotiations and corres­ 
pondence on the question and the 
Italians should be permitted to re­ 
ply; that the note be not consid­ 
ered an ultimatum, and

“Since these five packing con­ 
cerns,” said Colver, “declare that 
in this decree they gave up their 
legal rights (yet i see nothing im­ 
proper in the decree», if they have 
consented that the court shall ren­ 
der judgment not provided in the 
law, I should say their competitors 
and others in the same situation 
should by law be placed under the 
same control.” 
Colver said he was not opposed 
to ‘ big” business, as such. 
“I like to see business big and 
prosperous,” he explained, “but it 
should not invade unrelated busi­ 
ness and. by virtue of superior 
power, stifle competition in other 
linos of industry.”
